Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  submit  herewith  ny  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  three  Districts  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Departments 
during  1951. 


This  is  the  second  year  during  which  the 
Registrar  General's  estimates  of  population  have  included  non-civilians 
and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  population  of  the  area  of  the  Combine 
is  noM  given  as  54^^30.  This  is  a  reduction  of  40  on  the  previous  year, 
the  Registrar  General  having  reduced  his  estimates  for  the  Horsham  Urban 
and  Petworth  Rural  Districts  by  350  and  ICO  respectively  and  increased  that 
of  Horsham  Rural  by  only  490. 

The  importance  of  disregarding  variations  in 
Vital  Statistics  when  dealing  with  areas  of  small  population,  a  point  to 
which  attention  has  been  drawn  in  ny  previous  Reports,  is  well  exemplified 
in  the  figures  for  1951*  Whereas  in  the  previous  year  no  deaths  occurred 
in  the  Petworth  area  as  a  result  of  pregnancy,  child  birth  and  abortion,  - 
and  no  child  died  in  the  first  twelve  months  of  life,  -  during  1951  there 
were  again  no  maternal  deaths  but  five  ciiildren  died  in  their  first  year. 

This  results  in  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  44.64  as  compared  with  a  figure 
of  29.60  for  England  and  Wales. 

Detailed  Vital  Statistics  for  each  of  the  three 
districts  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  Report  in  the  appropriate  section. 


Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

In  all  areas  there  was  a  considerable  fall  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified,  the  figure  being  less  than  50^  of 


that  for  I95O0  0£  recent  years  the  type  of  disease  has  become  very  mild 

and  it  is  rare,ly  necessary  to  treat  such  patients  in  hospitalo  Of  a  total 
of  37  cases  notified  in  the  area  of  the  Combine^  only  three  v/ere  so  admittc 

Measles  was  again  fairly  prevalent,  although  the 
figures  tended  to  fall,  but  those  for  Whooping  Cough  rose,  particularly 
in  the  Petworth  Rui'al  District,  which  had  escaped  in  the  previous  yeaTo

Fortunately  only  4  oases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  ' 
in  1951^  as  compared  with  12  .in  the  previous  year^ 

The  introduction  of  Smallpox  to  Brighton  early  in 
1951  led  to  a  small  outbreak,  but  owing  to  the  prompt  and  efficient  action 
of  the  Brighton  Health  Department  the  disease  was  limited  and  no  cases 
were  reported  outside  the  Borough,  In  spite  of  this  the  surgeries  of 
practitioners  in  this  area  were  filled  with  local  residents  demanding 
vaccination,  many  of  whom  had  never  been  vaccinated  before.  It  cannot  be 
too  strongly  emphasised  that  if  any  parents  wish  their  children  to  be  so 
protected,  primary  vaccination  should  be  carried  out  during  early  infancy. 
The  rare  complications  which  sometimes  follow  vaccination  are  extrerneHy 
uncommon  in  infants,  or  in  later  life  if  the  patient  has  been  protected 
early  on. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

I 

The  success  of  the  nation  wide  campaign  against  j 
diphtheria  is  reflected  in  the  figtires  for  the  year.  Whereas  the  average 
number  of  eases  notified  annually  in  England  and  Wales  between  1930  and 
1940  was  over  55^)000,  the  yearly  deaths  being  2,800,  during  1951  there  were  .' 
^22-CQSj^irmed  cases  and  only  34  deaths.  Such  a  dramatic  drop  in  a  period 
of  ten  years  could  hardly  have  been  anticipated  by  the  keenest  protagonist 
of  preventive  inoculation. 

Unfortunately  the  very  success  of  the  inmrunisation 
c^paign  has  lessened  the  Xear  of  diphtheria  in  the  minds  of  the  public.  1 
With  each  year  that  passes  less  and  less  parents  have  actually  seen  a  case  ■ 
of  the  disease  or  have  had  any  personal  02q)erience  of  ito  Many  fail  to 
realise  that  the  present  favourable  ooxiditions  can  only  continue  if  an  adequ 
level  of  protection  is  maintained,  wherea.s,  if  thi.s  level  is  kept  up  or 
improved  upon,  elimination  of  diphtheria  may  well  follow  in  the  near  future,  i 

Both  nationa.1  and  local  figures  show  that  there  has 
been  a  very  definite  falling  off,  during  the  last  year  or  two,  in  the  numb^j 
of  children  pi'otectedo  IXiring  1951^  121  England  and  Wales,  the  number  of 
children  imnronised  under  one  year  of  age  was  only  185,  OOO”,  ioe.  20S&  of  the 
estimated  number  reaching  the  age  of  one  year  dxiring  i951a  Local  figisres 
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reveal  a  similar  irend  and  it  is  essential  that  an  energetic  campaign 
should  be  continued  to  bring  home  to  all  parents  the  importance  of 
iioLtunisation*  It  would  be  nothing  short  ot  tragic  if  diphtheria  were  again 
to  become  widespread  owing  to  indifference  among  the  public.  The  target 
nust  be  75^  of  babies  immunised  before  their  first  birthday.  -  that  is  two 
and  a  lialf  times  ^  as  ma^  as  today.  Let  us  reach  and  maintain  that  figure 
and  diphtheria  will  join  many*  other  infections  of  the  past  in  the  pages  of 
medical  history. 

Care  of  the  Aged : 


In  none  of  the  three  districts  was  action  taken  under 
Section  47  and  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act.  The  question  was  still 
under  consideration  in  regard  to  one  elderly  man,  a  resident  of  the  Horsham 
Rural  District,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  action  was  not  talcen  until  eerily 
in  1952. 


On  September  1st,  1951,  the  National  Assistance 
(Amendment)  Act  came  into  force.  This  Act  gives  local  authorities  further 
powers  to  enable  them  to  deal  more  e:q)Gditiounly  with  certain  classes  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  l/here  it  is  possible  for  a  Nodical 
Officer  of  Health  and  another  registered  medical  practitioner  to  certify  that 
it  is  necessary  in  their  opinion  that  such  a  case  should  be  removed  without 
delay,  shortened  procedure  permits  the  Court  or  one  justice  to  act  ex  parte. 
Although  any  Order  made  under  the  1951  Act  can  only  be  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  weeks,  the  fact  that  action  can  now  be  taken  with  less 
delay  is  of  considerable  help.  A  subsequent  application  to  the  Court  would 
be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  Act  of  194^. 

It  is  perhaps  too  often  assumed  that  the  care  of 
aged  persons  is  solely  the  concern  of  the  County  Councils,  as  Local  Health 
Authorities.  There  can  bo  no  doubt  that  local  District  Councils  have  a  very 
definite  responsibility  towards  the  old  psoplo  in  their  areas.  Vihile  it  is 
true  that  the  County  Council  axe  required  to  provide  ”Part  3  accommodation,” 
and  that  there  has  been  a  very  considerable  extension  in  such  residential 
provision  in  West  Sussex,  such  action  can  but  touch  the  fringe  of  the  problem, 
kiich  misery  can  be  caused  to  aged  persons  by  putting  them  amongst  a  social 
class  strange  to  them.  The  provision  of  sttuf  for  stich  homes  is  difficult 
and  costly  and  must  result  in  a  further  drain  on  the  manpower  of  tho  country. 
Surely  the  main  object  should  be  to  keep  old  people  in  their  own  homos  for 
as  lor,g  as  possible,  or  at  least  notu’  their  friends  and  rolations  and  in 
familiar  surroundings.  This  can  only  be  acliiovcd  by  the  erection  either  of 
smadll  individual  flats  or  bungalow. s,  minced  with  othsr  types  of  dwelliiigs  on 
the  Council  housing  esto.tes,  or  by  wht.t  is  probably  the  best  solution  of  all, 
namely  the  provision  of  blocks  of  individual  ground-fl.oor  flats  designed 
especially  for  the  aged,  v.here  such  facilities  as  a  constant  hot  water  supply 
auid  central -heating  can  be  made  available. 
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Clean  Food  Han'dlijig : 

Ebqjerience  has  shown  the  difficulties  of  arranging 
successful  meetings  for  food  handlers,  the.  majority  of  whom  are  unwilling 
to  attend  outside  normal  working  hours.  The  main  emphasis  in 'the  .  . 

Department's  work  has  therefore  been  laid  on  routine  visits  to  food  shops, 
cafes,  restaurants  etc.,  and  every  opportunity  is  taken  at  the  time  of  these 
visits  to  drive  home  important  points  of  food  hygiene. 

Talks  have  also  been  given  to  various  Women *s 
Institutes  and  similar  bodies  on  Clean  Food  Handling.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  town  of  Horsham  is  a  prosperous  market  and  industrial 
centre  in  the  Weald  of  Sussex,  eind  is  the  shopping  and  amusement  centre  for 
the  surrounding  populous  rural  district.

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  the  lowest  for  some 
years,  but,  for  the  second  year  in  succession,  that  of  Measles  was 
fairly  high. 


In  all  three  cases  of  Paratyphoid  the  disease  was 
contracted  when  on  holiday,  -  out  of  the  district.  The  importance  of 
preventive  inoculation  against  diseases  of  the  typhoid-paratyphoid  group, 
before  leaving  the  British  Isles,  is  not  generally  appreciated.

DIPHTHERIA  I^JMUNISATION. 


During  the  year  140  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  16 
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Diphtheria  Inmiunisati.on  (cont^d)  : 

between  the  ages'  of  5  14  years,  received  the  full  course  of  imniunisation. 

These  figures  compare  unfavourably  with  1950?  when  the  corresponding  figures 
were  227  and  27 o  In  addition,  however,  315  children,  who  had  previously  been 
protected,  were  given  a  ^reinforcing”  dose.  In  the  previous  year  this  figure 
was  only  100. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Routine  bacteriological  work  was  referred  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  West  Hill  House,  Epsom,  V/e  are  indebted  to  Dr,  Stone 
and  her  staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation. 

There  was  again  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  work 
carried  out  during  the  year,  particularly  in  respect  of  samples  of  water, 
milk  and  ice-cream.  Examination  of  samples  of  ice-cream  were  facilitated 
by  the  purchase,  in  1949,  of  a  ”Conservator"  and  an  insulated  carrying  box. 
When  urgent  samples  are  being  dealt  with  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  send 
specimens  direct  to  the  laboratory.

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  accommodation 
for  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  now  rests  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
and  not  with  Local  Sanitary  Authorities,  In  this  area,  however,  the  previous 
practice,  whereby  practitioners  wishing  to  arrange  admission  of  such  cases 
approached  the  Health  Department,  has  been  continued  and  works  smoothly. 

Under  this  scheme  the  Depai'tment  is  informed  of  the  cases  much  sooner  and 
the  practitioner  is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  making  several  possibly 
lengthy  telephone  calls.

WATER; 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  Council  own  the  only  public  swimming  pool  which  is 
situated  in  Horsham  Park.  This  bath  has  a  continuous  filtration  plant 
with  a  six-hour  turnover,  and  the  break-point  system  of  chlorination  was 
employed  for  the  first  time  at  the  beginning  of  the  season.  There  was  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  water  and  the  appearance  of  the 
Pool,  and  tests  taken  regularly  during  the  1951  season  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  revealed  that  a  satisfactory  chlorine  residual  was  being 
maintained  at  the  outlet  end  of  the  bath  throughout  the  season  as  a  result 
of  the  improved  system  of  chlorination. 

Regular  week]y  bacteriological  samples,  and  monthly  chemical 
and  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during  the  season  making  a  total 
of  45o  a  copy  of  the  report  on  the  sample  taken  on  the  26th  July  1951  is 
on  Page' 14. 


MAIN  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Regular  sampling  of  water,  both  from  the  Whitesbridge  and 
Stanley  Street  Pumping  Stations  and  from  the  supply  mains,  was  carried  out 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

In  March,  the  North  West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board  commenced 
to  supplement  the  water  from  the  borehole  at  Whitesbridge  v;ith  water  from 
the  new  Coltstaple  reservoir,  the  two  supplies  being  mixed  before 
chlorination.  Sampling  from  I4arch  onwards  at  Whitesbridge  was,  therefore, 
carried  out  as  follows 

(i)  Whitesbridge  water  (untreated). 

(ii)  Coltstaple  water  at  Whitesbridge,  and 

(iii)  Whitesbridge  and  Coltstaple  waters  mixed  (treated). 
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Main  Water  Supply  (cont^d); 

From  the  table  on  page  15  it  will  be  seen  that  the  resuJ-ts 
of  sampling-  have  been  satisfactory  -  no  coliform  organisms  having  been 
found  in  any  sample  of  water  as  it  reaches  the  consumer.

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MEAT  INSPECTION. 

As  in  previous  years  all  slaughtering  in  the  District  vas 
carried  out  in  the  Central  Slaughterhouse  of  the  Mnistry  of  Food  and  a 
qualified  Inspector  of  the  Local  Authority  was  present  at  all  times  while 
slaughtering  was  in  progress. 

Work  commenced  in  June  on  the  alterations  and  improvements 
referred  to  in  the  Reports  for  1949  aiid  195  and  the  slaughterhouse 
was  closed  for  ten  weeks  to  enable  these  to  be  carried  out.  The  general 
shortage  of  steel,  however,  made  it  impossible  to  complete  the  work  at 
the  time  and  the  new  hanging-room  and  gut-room  could  not  be  used  during 
the  peak  killing  period.  It  is  hoped  that  the  steelwork  will  be 
available  early  in  1952,  ^ 

The  question  of  improving  and  increasing  the  lairage 
accommodation  at  the  slaughterhouse  was  discussed  by  the  Inspectors 
with  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  it  is  understood  that 
proposals  have  been  made  which  will  increase  the  covered  lairage 
substantially.  It  will  not,  however,  solve  completely  the  problem  of 
accommodating  all  the  animals  during  the  peak  killing  period  and  it  will 
still  be  necessary  at  times  to  turn  a  considerable  number  of  animals  out 
into  the  open  paddock  which,  as  mentioned  in  the  Report  of  1950,  is 
unsatisfactory  in  wet  weather,  unless  additional  lairage  can  be  found 
off  the  premises.

Routine  bacteriological  work  throughout  the  year  was  again 
referred  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  West  Hill  House,  Epsom. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  each  year  in  the  number  of 
specimens  of  water,  milk  and  ice-cream  submitted  to  the  Service. 


ACC0MI4QDATI0H  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  accommodation  for 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease  now  rests  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  not  with  Local  Sanitary  Authorities,  In  this  area,  however,  the 
previous  practice,  where'ty  practitioners  wishing  to  arrange  admission 
of  such  cases  approached  the  Health  Department,  has  been  continued  and 
works  smoothly.  Under  this  scheme  the  Department  is  informed  of  the 
cases  much  sooner  and  the  practitioner  is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of 
making  several  possibly  lengthy  telephone  calls.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  general  social  conditions  in  the  area  were  reasonably 
good.  The  agricultural  and  building  industries  were  kept  busy  at  good 
rates  of  remuneration;  these  being  the  two  principal  employers  of  labour 
in  the  district. 

The  provision  of  new  houses  did  not  quite  come  up  to  the 
number  of  the  previous  year  owing  to  delay  in  commencing  building  at 
Loxwood,  where  the  site  works  were  well  in  hand  by  the  end  of  the  yeau'. 

Ch  the  other  hand,  better  progress  was  made  with  the 
repair  and  reconditioning  of  dwellings  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936.  Much  more  could  be  done  but  for  the  shortage  of 
labour . 

Housing  conditions  generally  were  much  improved  by  the 
efforts  of  the  local  authority,  whose  post-war  activities  under  the 
Rural  Housing  Survey  in  providing  new  houses  are  definitely  beginning 
to  take  real  effect  on  the  housing  conditions  of  the  people,  and  it  is  to 
be  sincerely  hoped  that  this  progress  can  be  maintained  for  many  years.

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  source  of  the  public 
water  supply,  and  samples  taken  weekly  for  B.  Coli  test  and  quarterly 
for  chemical  analysis  and  fiiLl  bacteriological  tests  have  continued 
to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  water  main  extensions  during  the  year 
owing  to  the  delay  in  obtaining  delivery  of  the  pipes,  but  these  were 
coming  through  from  the  manufacturers  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  an  early 
start  is  anticipated.

The  Northchapel  sewerage  scheme  has  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  At  the  end  of  1951  eleven  dwellings 
and  two  other  properties  were  not  connected.  In  nearly  every  case  it  was 
shortage  of  labour,  rather  than  refusal  to  co»operat@,  which  prevented 
these  properties  from  being  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  Wisborough  Green  sewerage  scheme  was  approved  by 
the  Ministry  of  Local  Gonvemiaent  and  Planning  and  the  contrast  was 
scheduled  to  commence  on  the  1st  January  1952. 

The  drawings  for  the  revised  Plaistow  sewerage  scheme 
were  completed  during  the  year  and  have  been  sent  (together  with  the 
appropriate  application  forms)  to  the  Jflnistry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  for  sanction  to  raise  a  loan  to  carry  out  the  scheme. 

The  Bury-Bignor-Sutton  scheme  was  also  dealt  with,  and 
the  drawings  were  substantially  con^leted  ty  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  re-construction  of  the  Petworth  Southern  outfall 
also  received  attention  and  drawings  for  the  sewage  disposal  works  were 
well  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year.

The  overloading  of  the  Dimcton  (Willetts  Close)  sewage  plant 
was  reported  to  the  Council,  who  authorised  the  extension  of  this  plant 
by  100^:  this  work  had  not  been  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  effluent  ditch  at  Plaistow  Road,  Kirdford,  was  cleaned 
out  and  partly  piped  in  to  avoid  further  nuisance. 

The  use  of  the  old  sewage  plant  at  Townfield,  Kirdford,  was 
discontinued  during  the  year,  and  the  old  cottages,  together  with  the 
village  school,  were  connected  to  the  new  disposal  plant. 

There  were  no  further  developments  at  the  remaining  eight 
sewage  plants. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage : 

The  refuse  collection  service  covers  the  whole  of  the 
district  with  a  frequency  of  collection  twice  weekly  in  the  central 
part  of  Petwoirth,  once  weekly  in  the  outer  parts  of  Petworth,  and 
fortnightly  over  the  rest  of  the  area,  id.th  the  exception  of  the  more 
remote  farms  and  cottages,  where  a  monthly  service  operates,  vehicular 
access  being  suitable. 

A  Dennis  side  loading  refuse  vehicle,  10  cubic  yards  capacity, 
maintained  this  service  up  to  the  31st  March,  when  a  S,  &  D,  refuse 
vehicle  of  20  cubic  yards  capacity,  rear  loadii^  with  moving  floor,  was 
brought  into  service.  This  vehicle  has  done  what  was  expected  of  it,  that 
is,  it  can  take  up  the  extra  work  now  being  created  by  the  building  of  the 
new  housing  estates  and,  by  reducing  the  number  of  loads  to  be  conveyed 
to  the  refuse  pits,  the  mileage  has  been  reduced  and  the  collection  time 
which  was  lost  on  the  journeys  to  and  from  the  pits  has  been  saved.  The 
new  vehicle  can  maintain  the  service  with  ease,  whereas  we  were  finding 
it  extremely  difficult  to  keep  up  with  the  work  with  the  Dennis  vehicle 
and  overtime  was  fl’equent.

Ptiblic  Cleansing  &  Salvage  (cont^d)  ; 


Salvage  collection  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
high  prices  have  been  obtained  for  waste  paper.  It  was  possible  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  to  find  a  merchant  who  would  remove  light  icon 
and  steel,  such  as  old  corrugated  sheets,  cisterns  etc.,  and  pay  for 
it.  It  is  the  first  time  that  this  has  been  possible  and  is  entirely 
due  to  the  great  demand  for  steel  scrap  at  the  present  time.  The 
Council  considered  the  possibility  of  baling  tins  for  sale  as  scrap 
but  no  decision  had  been  made  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  Council  also  adopted  a  bonus  scheme,  to  include  all 
materials  for  which  there  was  a  n^arket  and  to  replace  the  present 
scheme,  with  the  particular  purpose  of  providing  the  Council ‘*s  employees 
with  an  incentive  to  increase  the  collection  of  waste  paper®  The  new 
scheme  will  operate  from  the  1st  January  1952.

The  Council  have  not  undertaken  the  emptying  of  cesspools  but 
have  arranged  with  the  Hampshire  Cleansing  Service  (a  private  firm)  to 
visit  the  district  at  a  regular  date  in  each  month  for  the  emptying 
of  cesspools  as  directed  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector .  Payment  is 
made  ty  the  person  requesting  the  service  and  is  collected  by  the  Council 
and  remitted  to  the  firm  less  administrative  charges. 

The  service  has  continued  to  work  satisfactorily  and  a  large 
number  of  standing  orders  for  emptying  cesspools  at  varying  periods  have 
been  made.  The  Council  also  use  the  service  for  their  own  properties 
where  there  are  cesspool  or  septic  tank  installations, 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  has  proceeded  during  the  year  and 
is  now  nearing  completion.  It  is  the  Council  ®s  policy  to  issue  notice 
under  Section  11  or  12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  on  the  owners  of 
properties  which  are  considered  not  repairable  at  reasonable  eapense. 
Altogether  33  such  notices  were  served  during  1951.

RATS  MD  MICE  DESTRUGTIQM. 

The  coining  into  force  on  the  31st  March  1950  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949?  placed  the  responsibility 
of  maintaining  their  district  free  from  rats  and  mice  on  the  Local 
Authority  and,  in  consequence,  the  Council  appointed  a  full-time 
Rodent  Operator,  Notices  warning  of  intended  treatment  are  sent  to 
occupiers  ly  the  department  before  treatment  is  commenced.  The  Council *s 
refuse  tip,  previously  kept  clear  of  infestation  by  the  West  Sussex 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee  under  contract,  is  now  treated  by  the 
operator. 

In  general  the  operations  were  carried  through  very 
successfully,  and  no  complaints  were  received  from  occupiers 
subsequent  to  treatment, 

A  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  of 
rat  infestation  was  experienced  when  it  became  knoim  that  domestic 
premises  were  now  treated  without  charge,  and  much  time  was  spent 
in  dealing  with  these  complaints.
